A 
psychiatric report on Glover 
from Dr. John Holbrook was 
also read into the record. 
Barnes told the court that ne 
had accom panied Glover to 
his psychiatric exam ination. 
Arden asked Judge Brown 
for a dism issal of the case on 
the grounds that it had only 
been established that Glover 
was in the store at the tim e 
of the robbery. The motion 
was denied. 
Judge Brown noted that 
although Glover was only 16 
years old, ’’he is m ature 
beyond 
his 
y ea rs 
and 
habitually associates with 
companions 18 years old or 
older. He said Glover has a 
long juvenile record and w as 
previously in the eusotdy of 
the Texas Youth Council. 
“ Further handling at the 
juvenile level is not in the 
best interests of Glover or 
society,’’ Judge Brown said. 
He rem anded Glover over 
for trial in the 199th District

Section 3 of 1641b reads 
that the auditor shall be paid 
“ a sum not to exceed $25 a 
day.

Careful Planting

A good job of planting and 
caring for trees will reap 
benefits in later years, says 
James R. Risinger. Collin 
County agent for the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
The first step, whether 
planting bare-root or balled- 
and-burlapped 
trees 
or 
shrubs, is to dig a a hole of 
sufficient size. For bare-root 
plants, the hole should be 
large enough to allow the 
root system to spread out 
naturally. 
The county agent suggests 
planting the tree or shrub 
about the same depth it was 
growing in the nursery. On a 
bare-root plant, the trunk or 
main 
stem 
is 
often 
discolored at the original soil 
line This may be several

inches above the uppermost 
roots. 
A 
balled-and- 
burlapped plant should be 
set so the top of the soil ball 
is at the soil surface. 
When planting ball-and- 
burlapped 
plants, 
the 
planting pit should be about 
one and one-half times the 
diameter of the ball. For 
container grown plants the 
hole size should be 
suf­ 
ficiently large to allow 
plenty of good soil to be filled 
in around the soil ball. 


After setting the tree in its 
hole, always use a good soil 
mixture 
for 
the backfill. 
One-third peat 
moss and 
two-thirds good topsoil is 
usually satisfactory. Water 
the plant thoroughly after 
planting.

Two years ago. the City of 
Plano decided to build a golf 
course. Not just any golf 
course, but an 18-hole links 
that would satisfy 
both 
econom ical 
and 
quality 
demands. 
City residents will view 
the 
results 
of 
Parks 
Department endeavors July 
I when the Plano Municipal 
Golf Course is opened. 
In the mind of Plano Parks 
and Recreation Department 
Director Bob Woodruff, the 
City accomplished its task of 
creating 
a 
plush 
recreational facility at a 
fraction of the cost of most 
municipal operations. 
“We had 
two 
primary 
goals in mind when we first 
considered building a golf 
course in 1971,” Woodruff 
said. “First, we wanted a 
first rate 
facility 
in the 
shortest 
possible 
tim e. 
Second, we wanted to build 
the course as economically 
as possible.” 
“To date, the only cost to 
the City of Plano for the golf 
course is actual land pur­ 
chase,” Woodruff said. “The 
City spent $57,000 and that 
amount was matched by a 
federal grant, for a total of 
$114,000.” 
So 
where 
did 
the 
rem ainder of the som e 
$600,000 come from to build 
Plano’s first golf course? 
From 
Jan-M art 
En­ 
terprises, who entered 
a 
contract with the City that 
satisfied both parties. 
The City of Plano supplied 
the 
land 
and 
Jan-M art 
supplied the design, men, 
machines, money and time 
to construct a 72-par course 
covering 7040 yards. The 
only stipulation was Jan- 
Mart will operate the golf 
course for a 30-year period 
and receive 80 percent of the 
revenue derived through 
greens fees during that 
period. 
After the 30-year period is 
ended, the golf course falls 
under operation of the City 
of Plano. However, during 
the 
period 
Jan-M art 
operates the facility, The 
City of Plano will oversee all 
operation, 
including 
the 
setting of the greens fees. 
Plano will also receive 20 
percent of the funds derived 
through greens fees for 
purchase of additional park 
land. 
“ By 
allow ing 
private 
enterprise, like Jan-Mart, to 
come in and operate the 
course with their money, we 
achieved the goals we set for 
the golf course,” Woodruff 
said. “ If we had to build the 
course by selling bonds and 
going 
through 
that 
procedure, it would have 
been five to eight years 
before Plano would realize 
what they will have July I.” 


Eight Month Delay 


Originally, the golf course 
was to open Oct. I, but foul 
w eather ham pered grass 
planting. 
“We weren’t able to plant 
grass until 
this 
month,” 
Woodruff said. “Depending 
on 
the num ber 
of 
fair 
w eather days, 
the 
turf 
should be adequate for 
course play by July I,” 
Woodruff added. 
“Growing grass is a fifty- 
fifty proposition,” Woodruff 
added, “we have to depend 
on 
the 
w eather, 
and 
depending on 
how 
many 
days the sun shines on the 
turf, will determine if it will 
open July I.” 
W o r k is a ls o c o n t in u in g on 
the clubhouse and cart 
paths. 
“The framework is up on 
the 
4,000 
square 
foot 
clubhouse and the roof is on. 
Men are now working in the 
inside,” Woodruff said. 
“ When com pleted, 
the 
clubhouse will have a locker 
room for both 
men and 
women, an open, large area 
combined with a snack bar 
and a pro shop.” Woodruff

NEW YORK (UPI) - It is 
often a heavy burden to be 
born the son of a famous 
athlete— especially if the 
youngster also happens to be 
named after the father—but 
Kyle Rote Jr. has handled 
the 
pressure 
masterfully. 
But then. Kyle Rote Jr. is 
not your average athlete. 
How many athletes do you 
know who would give up a 
promising collegiate grid ca­ 
reer and turn to a sport like 
soccer 
because 
of 
its 
challenges? 
And. how many sports 
figures do you know wno 
would switch from studying 
law to theology because of a 
strong belief in the moral 
responsibility of athletes? 
Kyle Rote Jr. did both of 
those 
things, 
spurning 
possible greater financial 
rewards to pursue his own 
principles. 
Currently a star forward 
for the Dallas Tornadoes of 
the North American Soccer 
League, the 23-year-old Rote 
once seemed destined to 
follow in his father’s foot­ 
steps as a star football 
player. An all-state high 
school grid star in Texas, 
Rote was a starting quarter­ 
back for the Oklahoma State 
freshm an 
team 
before 
realizing 
that big tim e 
college 
football 
didn t 
coincide with hs own prin­ 
ciples. 
So, he transferred to the 
University of the South in 
Sewanee, Tenn., a school 
with an enrollment of I.(HK). 
“I went to Sewanee with 
the full intention of playing 
football and also trying to 
pick up soccer,” young Rote 
recalls, ‘‘but I found that 
there was a season conflict 
and I just decided that <=inoe 
I am in school to get an 
education primarily I might 
as well do what I enjoy most 
and that was soccer. 
“ I felt I could derive more 
satisfaction from m aybe 
helping 
soccer 
achieve 
something, by helping it 
move up the sports lauder, 
than I could with any other 
sport and that played a 
major role in my decision to 
go to it.” 
Before making a 
final 
decision, however, young 
Kyle talked it over with his 
dad, who had starred in 
football 
at 
SMU 
as 
a 
collegian and later with the 
New York Giants. 
“He leveled with me and 
explained to me the financial 
situation soccer was in,” 
said Kyle, whose salary with 
the Tornadoes is only a 
fraction of what be might 
make from American pro 
football, ‘‘but at the same 
time he emphasized strongly 
that he wanted me do what I 
thought was best. So his verv 


open attitude made it easy 
for me to switch to soccer. 


Rote, who won Rookie of 
the Year honors in the NASL 
last season, has also come 
into the public spotlight 
m ore 
in 
recent 
weeks 
because of his fine showing 
in the “Superstars” spec­ 
tacu lar, a mini-Olympics 
which pits athletes from 
different sports against each 
other in a series of events. 
Rote, a 
fine all-around 
athlete, is one of 12 finalists 
who will be competing for 
the top prize next Monday 
and Tuesday at Rotonda, 
r ia. 
Unlike many athletes who 
feel their duty to society 
stops when the final whistle 
blows, Kyle Rote Jr. believes 
an a th le te ’s responsiblity 
transcends far beyond the 
athletic field. 
It is for that reason that 
young 
Kyle 
recently 
changed his post-graduate 
studies 
at 
Southern 
Methodist University from 
law to theology 


“ I think in our society the 
way sports 
figures are 
viewed arid the seriousness 
in which their comments are 
taken, along with all that 
power 
goes 
a 
lot 
of 
responsibility,” says Rote. 
“My first idea about the 
seminary was to go when I 
finished my athletic career, 
but I found that so many kids 
were listening to what I was 
saying and were very intent 
on what my message was. 
So, I decided that this was 
the 
time 
to 
go 
to 
the 
seminary and make sure 
that I wasn’t abusing the 
power that I did have.” 


“As long as our political 
attitu d es 
tow ard 
in­ 
ternationalism continue I 
think the future of soccer in 
this country is great,” says 
Rote. “ We’ve got so many 
kids playing the sport that 
it’s just a m atter of time 
before their parents become 
involved. But the most in­ 
teresting aspect of soccer to 
me is the international 
flavor. Countries will go to 
war as a result of soccer.

I 
This scripture refers to the 
I disciples of the Lord. Atter 
I they had been ill treated and 
'th re aten e d , they 
gathered 
! with the saints and had such 
I a prayer m eeting that the 
; house where they m et was 
; shaken. In our study today 
-w e wish ‘ ■ draw a m ental 
picture <. what could easily 
happen today if the two most 
outstanding apostles, Paul 
;and P eter, were raised from 
4 h e dead and cam e back to 
earth in search of their own 
com pany! 
Let 
us 
follow 
these 
ap o stle s 
as 
they 
find 
them selves on the streets of 
a m odern city. They inquire 
about the location of the 
nearest place of worship and 
are directed to the largest 
church in towm. As they 
ca tc h w ith cu rio sity the 
cerem onies and rituals of the 
man 
in 
charge 
and 
his 
h elp ers, 
they 
fail 
to 
associate anything they see 
bere with the worship of the 
Saints in the early church, 
and soon they decide they 
m ust look for some other 
gathering if they are to lind 
their “ Own company ". 
The next 
people 
they 
approach 
direct 
them 
to 
another beautiful sanctuary, 
and soon they are listening to 
a 
w ell-cu ltu red 
m an 
preaching on the wonderful 
them e of “ Justification by 
F aith,’’ from the text. “ The 
just shall live by faith. 
(Gal. 
3:11). The apostles 
enjoy the m essage very well 
until the m inister changes 
his subject and takes oc­ 
casion 
to preach 
against 
im m ersio n as being the 
p ro p er 
m ode 
of 
w ate r 
baptism . It seem s he had 
peen not a little disturbed by 
a revival going on in the city, 
where some of his m em bers 
ive re being baptized by 
Immersion. P eter and Pual 
are eonvienced they have not 
yet 
t ou rid 
th eir 
“ own 
com pany," as P eter well 
rem em bers that when Jesus 


was baptized, He cam e up 
straightw ay out of the w ater, 
(M att. 
3:16); 
and 
P aul 
taught that baptism was a 
burial with Christ. (Rom. 
6:4. Col, 2:12). 
The apostles now hasten 
out and follow every clue 
given them until they arrive 
at the scene of a great 
rev iv a l. 
They 
a re 
very 
favorably im pressed as the 
sp e a k e r 
gives 
c le a r, 
scriptural teaching on w ater 
baptism being by im m ersion 
using John 3:23 for a text 
w here John baptized in 
.Xenon because there was 
much w ater there. He also 
relates how7 both Philip and 
the eunuch w'ent down into 
the w ater, and after Philip 
baptized him they cam e up 
out of the w ater 
(A cts 
8:38.39). 
But the m inister has been 
having his troubles too, for it 
seem s that the “ Holiness’ 
folks in town are convincing 
some of his followers that 
God com m ands His people to 
live 
holy 
lives. 
So 
the 
sp e a k e r in no u n ce rtain 
te rm s 
condem ns 
the 
teach in g 
of 
holiness 
declaring that there is “ none 
righteous, no not one.” He 
uses the scripture in Rom. 
3:10 where Paul declares 
th e re is none rig h teo u s 
am ong the unsaved Jews 
and Gentiles, no not one. 
Taking these words out of 
th e ir se ttin g , he ap p lies 
them to the children of God, 
attem pting to prove there is 
not 
a 
single 
rig h teo u s 
C h ristian . P au l looks at 
Peter, and P eter looks at 
Paul. 
Peter says, “ I declared by 
the word of the Lord, ‘Be ye 
holy for I am holy." <1 Pet. 
1:16). 
And Paul said. “ I 
taught the saints to ‘Follow 
peace with all 
men and 
holiness without which no 
man shall see the Lord 
( H e b . 
1 2 : 1 4 ) . - 
Again they realize they 
have not found their own 
com pany, so they go out in 
search of the Holiness folks. 
Upon entering their church, 
they hear a fine m essage on 
the necessity of being holy. 
H ere they begin to feel quite 
at home until the speaker 
spoils the m essage for them 
bx 
a sudden outburst of 
h arsh 
and 
cru el 
w ords 
directed at a group of people 
he calls “the tongues folks." 
With a great tirade or w'ords 
he condemns in general not 
only the people woo spea* in 
tongues, but the doctrine of 
tongues itself. 
Again Paul looks at Peter, 
and P eter looks at Paul. 
Peter declares, “ It is plain 
we still not have found the 
people we trying to locate, 
tor it was by the witness of 
other tongues that I with the 
rest of the 120 received the 
Holy Ghost on the Day of 
Pentecost (Acts 2:4), and 
well do I rem eber how it was 
this 
sam e 
sp eak in g 
in 
tongues that convinced us 
Jew s that Cornelius and his 
house had rec eiv e d 
the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
(Acts 10:44, 461. Paul an ­ 
swered and said, “ Yes, and 
in one of my letters to the 
Corinthian Church, I 
told 


them 
plainly 
I spoke 
in 
tongues more than all the 
rest.’’ (I Cor. 14:18). 
Not far down the street 
they 
enter 
a 
large 
hall 
crow ded 
w ith 
happy, 
shouting people who seem to 
enjoy God’s presence as they 
priase the Lord in song and 
in testim ony. Surely at last 
we have found our “own 
com pany’’ thought the ap ­ 
ostles. Finding a seat near 
the door they settle down to 
enjoy the fellowship they feel 
su re 
is 
for 
them . 
The 
m in is te r’s se a rc h in g eye 
soon catches sight ot them 
and som ething about their 
bearing causes him much 
concern. He watches them 
carefully as their bearing 
causes him much concern. 
He w atches them carefully 
as their old sainted faces 
shine with the glory of God. 
Not reognizing them as 
anyone of his acquaintance 
he concludes they m ust be 
some of those Jesus Name 
preachers. 
The evangelist delivers a 
great serm on on the present 
outpouring of the Holy Ghost 
d ec la rin g 
it 
to 
be 
th e 
fulfillment of that which was 
spoken by the prophet Joel 
(Joel 2:28). He concludes by 
showing that speaking in 
other tongues was in Bible 
days and is still today the 
evidence of having received 
this experience. The pastor 
now takes charge of the 
meeting. Before calling the 
people to prayer he cannot 
resist the tem ptation to warn 
his hearers to beware of 
those 
false teachers 
who 
claim a revelation that Jesus 
is God and that all believers 
should be baptized in Je su s’ 


Name. He lets the folks know 
in no uncertain term s how 
little he thinks of anyone who 
would consent to w ate r 
baptism in Jesus’ Name. 
Again Paul looks at Peter, 
and Peter looks at Paul. 
P eter says, “I com manded 
the people to be baptized in 
Jesus’ Name in the first 
gospel m essage to the Jews 
(Acts 2:38), and later I gave 
the sam e teaching to the 
Gentiles.” (Acts 10:48). Paul 
said, “I also taught baptism 
in the nam e of the Lord 
Jesus (Acts 1 9 :5 ). Let us go 
and try to find these people 
who are still preaching the 
sam e m essage we taught so 
long ago.” and once again 
they go out in search of their 
“own com pany.” 


Would it not be a very sad 
affair, indeed, if not a single 
group of people could be 
found in all the religious 
m ovem ents 
who 
could 
welcome these two great 
apostles in their m idst and 
give them the freedom of 
their platform to preach the- 
sam e old gospel m essage 
they preached in Bible days? 


But there IS such a people, 
thank God, on the corner of 
P ark Boulevard and Avenue 
R. Come to the REVIVAL 
now in progress and hear the 
m essage P eter and Paul 
preached. Come and witness 
for yourself the sam e out­ 
pouring of the Holy Ghost 
and the power of God as in 
the days of the apsotles.

The Plano Independent 
School 
D istrict 
offers 
educational 
programs 
for 
grades K-12 in its 13 schools 
with a student-teacher ration 
of 26-1. 
The kindergarten program 
is operated on a half-day 
basis for the full school year 
because of space limitations 
in the elementary schools. 
The morning session is a t­ 
tended by all bus students 
and by the youngest half of 
the remaining five-year-olds 
in each attendance zone. The 
older five-year-olds attend 
the afternoon session. 
Students 
in 
grades 
1-6 
receive instruction in math, 
science, 
language 
arts , 
social studies, art, music 
and physical education. The 
instruction is individualized 
as much as possible to meet 
the needs of each child. 
Instruction in grades 7 and 
8 covers the sam e areas as 
the lower grades with the 
addition of. electives such as 
art, band, choir, industrial 
arts and athletics.

The prime responsibility 
of an educator is to meet the

W ayne H edrick, s u p e rin ­ 
ten d en t 
of 
the 
Plano 
Independent School District. 
A native of McKinney, Dr. 
H endrick 
has 
been 
su p erin ten d en t 
of Plano 
schools since August of 1960. 
U nder his direction the 
enrollment in the system has 
mushroomed from 1,175 to 
11,778 students. 
“ We in the Plano school 
system try to help each 
student 
discover 
his 
strengths and weaknesses, 
choose realistic goals and 
have wise educational ex­ 
periences,” 
Dr. 
Hendrick 
said. 
He said the schools are 
also 
providing 
continuous 
opportunities 
to 
learn 
d e m o c r a ti c 
p r in c i p le s 
through 
dem o cratic 
e x ­ 
periences. The schools a t­ 
tempt to promote high moral 
values, respect for spiritual 
values, 
the desire

Dr. Hendrick said an in­

crim e has begun, he said. 
The schools are not alone in 
the fight but act as a catalyst 
to rally home, church and 
community. 
“ We are trying to involve 
parents 
m ore,” 
he 
said. 
“There is a growing feeling 
that the school is theirs and 
they have a say in what will 
happen to the school and 
children. We’re very pleased 
with this attitude. 


“ We want to up-grade and 
broaden the opportunities of 
our students,” Dr. Hendrick 
said, “and the needs of both 
college bound and terminal 
students must be m et.”

This should reduce the on the 
job 
train in g 
p ro g ra m s 
n ecessary and so Plano 
stu d en ts would get first 
consideration for jobs. 
The program will also take

he added Students will still 
have to m eet some basic 
requirements, but when self- 
determined, realistic goals

NEW YORK (U P I) — How 
much house can you afford ? 
The traditional answer to 
that question w as a house 
priced up to two and one-half 
tim es your annual incom e, 
but that was before inflation. 
8-9 per cent interest, rates 
and soaring property taxes. 


A better rule of thumb 
today 
in v o lv e s 
not 
the 
purchase price of a house but 
the annual cost of owning it 
in term s of your incom e. 


If you buy a house, a c­ 
cord in g 
to 
today s c o n ­ 
ventional wisdom , it should 
cost no m ore than 25 per cent 
of your net incom e, or take- 
home pay, says Art Watkins, 
con su m er 
m oney 
m an ­ 
agem ent authority. 


Watkins considers housing 
c o sts 
in 
h is 
new 
book, 
“ D o lla rs 
and 
S e n se ” , 
I Quadrangle $7.95), a guide 
to spending and saving in all 
areas of fam ily money. 


The rule now, he says, 
allows up to 20 per cent of 
annual net incom e for basic 
h ou sin g c o sts —property 
taxes, m ortgage paym ents, 
insurance —with another 5 
per cent for heating, upkeep 
and 
rep a irs. 
(A 
fa m ily 
should 
fig u re, 
a lso , 
on 
^iwnrinip another 5 per cent 
a n n u ally 
on 
household 
fu rn ish in g s, 
a p p lia n ces, 
utility bills and other such 
accessory 
costs, 
although 
not directly related to home 
purchase.) 
Thus, with a take-home 
incom e of $10,OOO a year, a 
fam ily could spend up to 
$2,500 or $208 a month for 
m o r t g a g e 
p a y m e n t s , 
property taxes, insurance, 
heating bills, m aintenance 
and upkeep. A net incom e of 
$15,000 would permit $3,750 
or $312 a month for those 
expenses. 
B ecause of variables such 
as the amount and iength of 
m ortgage needed 
to 
pur­ 
chase a house, the property 
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tax rate in a com m unity, 
even the difference in the 
co st 
of 
livin g 
b etw een 
m etrop olitan 
and 
rural 
areas, one fam ily with a 
$10,000 net incom e might be 
able 
to 
afford 
a 
$40,000 
house, while another might 
find it difficult to m anage 
one for $30,000. For exam ple, 
Watkins notes, the annual 
property taxes on a $30,000 
house might run no more 
than $600 to $700 a year in 
one area, but up to three 
tim es as much in another 
area 
While it is wise to try to 
stay within the 25 per cent 
rule, Watkias says, you may 
stretch that rule and pay 
m ore if your incom e is on ihe 
rise, or if you have a tidy 
nest egg that perm its buying 
a house with a large down 
p aym en t 
and

paratively sm all m ortgage, 
thus reducing monthly m ort­ 
gage paym ents.

“When properly handled 
and adjusted, window shade 
rollers should last a lifetime. 
Shade fabric, on the other 
hand, can be replaced as 
needed for beauty’s sake. 
N e v e rth e le s s , 
s lig h t 
problem s 
can 
arise

w arrant 
adjustm ent-such 
as a too-tight spring or a 
shade not catching properly. 
T re a tm e n t of such con­ 
ditions is sim p le ." M rs. 
Murphy said. 
“To fix a too-tight spring, 
roll sahde all the way to the 
top. Take it down from the 
brackets and unroll it about 


six inches. Replace shade in 
brackets and test. Repeat 
procedure until shade has 
desired tension. 
“ For a loose roller, simply 
reverse that procedure,” she 
continued. “ Pull shade down 
about 12 inches from top, 
remove it brom brackets, 
and roll it up about six in­ 
ches. Replace, test tension 
and repeat if necessary. 
“When a shade doesn’t 
catch ana nuiu ea&uy, utu-ck 
b rack et installation. The 


roller should have one- 
sixteenth to one-eighth inch 
play to work smoothly. Also 
make sure the flat spear is 
verticle in the bracket slot.

Everyone who is seriously 
involved with an alcoholic 
knows all about Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 
But what about the people 
it most 
seriously effects, 
p a rtic u la rly the fam ily? 
Untold millions m ust face up 
to serious problem s created 
by an alcoholic every day. Is 
there help for them ? 
The answer is yes I And the 
nam e of the group that can 
help is the Al-Anon Fam ily 
Group. 
In most cases, 
persons 
closest to an alcoholic know 
the least about the disease 
that strikes at family life in 
the m ost destructive way. 
Recently, I attended an Al- 
Anon Fam ily Group m eeting 
as a guest. There was only 
one stipulation; that I abide 
by the first nam e rule only, 
and 
should 
I 
reco g n ize 
anyone I knew, 
I would 
respect their anonym ity. 
One m eeting, or even 
several would not m ake me 
an authority on the subject of 
alcoholism, but I did see a 
calm 
ap p ro ach 
by 
the 
m em bers to their problem s, 
and I talked to m any of them 
about their own personal 
experiences. 
The person who looks to 
Al-Anon for help can find 
understanding support. The 
reason is that all of those 
who are there have gone 
through, 
or 
a re 
going 
through 
th e 
sam e 
problem s. They know from 
their experiences what the 
newcomer is going through, 
and hope, by being there, to 
give them hope, strength and 
courage. 
Al-Anon knows that that 
neither the wife nor 
the 
husband of an alcoholic is 
responsible for alcoholism 
any more than if the disease 
were diabetics 
or 
tuber­ 
culosis. 
They know, too, that few 
alcoholics will seek help in 
recovery as 
long as 
the 
alcoholic needs a re m et 
within the family. 
As one woman said to me, 
“ There are only two ways 
for an alcoholic to go-up or

down. You can either leave 
him, or stay and learn to 
help him. Thank God, after 
26 years of living with an 
alcoholic, I found my help 
with Al-Anon and he has 
j o i n e d 
A l c o h o l i c 
Anonymous. He has been 
sober for a full year and I, 
for the first tim e in many 
years, can see wfoere I failed 
him, as well.” 
She said she now realizes 
that when she finally decided 
to leave him , because her 
work was suffering and her 
family life was unbearable, 
that she loved him so deeply, 
she was unable to see his 
need, and with the help of Al- 
Anon she has helped him and 
herself. 
Another woman, who had 
lived with a sim ilar problem, 
finally found Al-Anon and 
atten d e d for 
two y e a rs 
before her husband joined 
AA. They are not seeing 
m any of their old drinking 
buddies, and while she takes 
an occasional cocktail, she 
did 
re fra in 
from 
any 
drinking for a long time. 
Now that her husband is 
well into the program she 
can take a drink once in a 
while without feeling guilty. 
She told me that she used to 
use all the old cliches when 
he began drinking such as, 
“ if you loved 
m e, 
you 
wouldn’t drink.” 
Al-Anon has taught her not 
to preach, nor scold, 
or 
m ake em pty threats. It has 
brought, her serenity and 
given back 
to him the 
responsibility for his job 
perform ance 
deficiencies. 
Other women I spoke with 
had very sim iliar stories. 
The 
sam e 
w retched 
drinking, sobering up, and 
then starting 
it all over 
again. 
I asked one woman how 
long she had been living with 
an alcoholic and her reply 
w as 
40 
y e a rs 
When 
I 
questioned 
his 
ability 
to 
drink heavily for that many 
years she answered that her 
husband has not had a drink 
for 20years, however, he will 
be an alcoholic for the rest of 
his life because if he ever 
takes another drink it will be 
the sam e old story. 


This women related that 
the last IO years of his active 
drinking habit was a “heir 
on earth for her. 
Still 
an o th er 
w om an 
related the story about her 
alcoholic husband, who, 
when he coul d no longer cope 
with his job or a situation 
because of his drinking 
problems, would pick the 
family up and move to a new 
location. 
She implied that they had 
traveled all over the United 
States, but it was not until he 
cam e to the Metro area that 
he was able to recognize that 
he desperately needed help 
and joined AA. 
This woman, who had been 
dragged to so many towns 
because of alcoholism, can 
look back now with stars in 
her eyes and find something 
humorous in her husbands 
methods. But she did not 
mean to imply that it evei 
was a picnic or that she 
would ever care to relive any 
part of it. She just seemed to 
want to pick up from the day 
of AA and go on from there. 
A-Anon 
is 
a 
non-profit 
organization that requires no 
dues, but accepts donations 
and is especially designed to 
help the family of alcoholics 
to live with a problem they 
are unable to cope with 
alone. Persons interested in 
becom ing

m eetings before making a 
definite com mitm ent.

Of the larger cities, Fort 
Worth had I per cent decline, 
Houston had 6 per cent gain, 
and San Antonio recorded a 5

N EW YO RK (UPI) — Give 
them the tools for safety 
when they’re little more than 
toddlers and they’ll use them 
the rest of their lives. 
This is the concept of Mrs. 
Frank L. Chlad, who with 
parents, teachers, police 
officers and volunteer teen­ 
agers spearheads an unusual 
education 
program 
called 
Safety Town. Those getting 
the indoctrination are 4-and 
5-year-olds. 
Dorothy Chlad, who has 
two teen-age daughters, says 
you can’t teach one phase of 
safety apart from another; 
safety must 
be a 
total 
program. 
“ Our 
premise is 
that 
young children experience 
an enormous amount of daily 
problems 
and 
discoveries 
during 
their 
curious, 
ex­ 
ploring, growing-up days,”
